world. Then came the Hammond Chord Organ, small 
and casy-to-piay, and it captured the hearts of Thou- 
sands who never dreamed of playing music them- 
selves. Thus, the family has grown and prospered. 
Each new model has found a place of its own, and 
without encroaching on other "members of the 
family". 

And now, there are two new members of the Ham- 
mond family. Tliough they are part of tlie fold, they 
are nor dependent on the other models for their 
existence. You will read on another page of this issue 
about the new Extravoice Organ, a revolutionary type 
of keyboard instrument which allows three manual 
organ performance on a single manual. New and dif- 
ferent, the Extravoice complements other Hammond 
Organ models. 

The Self- Contained Model Hammond Organ, Ulus- 
trated below, is the second new Hammond team- 
member. Similar in mi:sical resources to the Ham- 
raond Home and Church Models, the Self Contained 
Model has an engineered acoustical console contain- 
ing both amplifier and speakers. Thus, just one piece 
of fine fturniture — the organ itself — not only pro- 
duces music, but amplifies it and causes it to sound. 

With this new and enlarged Hammond family, 
greater goals are envisioned. New friends will be 
made, and a higher level of influence will be reached. 
For the Hammond Organ is still young and growing

THE SECOND BROWN DRAWBAR 



One of the most significant facts I learned about Ham- 
mond organists as I travelled about the countr)' during 
the past year was this: they have more possibilities for 
magnificent rone production at the Hammond Organ 
than anywhere else, and they have taken little trouble 
or time to explore these possibilities. Nowhere else is it 
possible to blend colors so easily and so perfectly than 
in a judicious use of the celebrated Hammond drawbars 
... yet how many use them well? 

Much has been written about just WHAT the draw- 
bars are; I like to compare them to a sba.ft of light 
beamed through a prism. We find, in doing this, that 
the light which we call "white light" was in reality 
a whole spectrum of colors^ from deepest tones of 
purples and reds to lightest shades of yellows and 
creams. So, too, it is the same sensation, tonally, with 
Hammond Organ. Miihons of tonal effects can be easily 
possible IF the performer would just take the time to 
learn a few basic principles. The first brown drawbar 
is the "octave below" norital pitch. The first white 
drawbar is NORMAL pitch, and cadi succeeding white 
bar to the right of that is one octave higher than the 
former, it's just as simple as that. We might take one 
of the drawbars at a time and show the tremendous 
possibiUties in solo and combinations, and perhaps we 
shall do just that. At any rate, io this issue of the TIMES 
we felt it might be worthwhile to consider seriously 
and at some length one of the drawbars which almost 
all the writers and others have pretty much neglected 
.... the SECOND brown drawbar. 

What makes the second brown drawbar so unusual? 
In the first place it is one of the "partials" or supporting 
cones ... it doesn't sound the CORRECT tone . . . 
(that is what most people say). What it really does is 
to sound a FIPTH higher than the tone struck. For 
example, if you use the second brown drawbar alone, 
and depress middle C, the cone resultant will be the 
G above middle C. If you strike the G, the tone re- 
sulting will be the D above that G, and so on. How is 
this useful to the home organist as well as the teacher 
and the professional? Well, let us take for example, 
one setting which 1 have called "My Favorite", which 
setting is 08 8000 000. In other words, you might 
remember this as the second brown and the first white 
drawbars . . . nothing else, just those two. Keep the 
melody above middle Q and play one of your favorite 
tunes on this setting. Use, for an accompaniment on 



the other manual, something like this; 00 3353 320 
on the preset models, and 3333 3320 for the lower 
manual of the Spinet model. Make the melody VERY 
smooth, and hold the chords smoothly in the left hand. 
Like it? Of course, you do. This is but one possibility 
out of thousands which are possible for "unusual" tonal 
effects with the use of this second brown drawbar. 

Here are some "special effects" tonal combinations 
(not in the sense of winds, waves, rippling water, etc., 
but rather io the sense of especially beautiful tonal 
colors) which you may well want to try out on your 
favorite numbers. Remember, as I have often said, don't 
feel that because a particular combination is written 
down or printed in a book (whether it is mine or 
someone elses) thac you MUST obey that marking. 
Quite the contrary ... it is a chance for you to try 
what one man thought would be a good-sounding com- 
bination, but which you may find does not fit the acous- 
tics of your music room, and so you would be wise to 
experiment by changing chat printed combination to 
something you would rather hear. With that in mit^d, T 
append some care fully -thought -out tonal combinations 
which I would like to have you try.

Try these with and without vibrato on the upper 
manual, using a setting of Vib 3 (on the preset models, 
and normal on the Spinet Model) constantly on the 
lower manual. For contrast, try the much-neglected 
CHORUS setting on C3 or C2. Notice carefully the dif- 
ference all these separate vibrato and chorus settings 
make in the tonal result. 

I hope that the few suggestions contained in this 
column will increase your regard for the SECOND 
BROWN DRAWBAR, and that (as a result) you will 
use it more ofcen, with more thought, and with more 
regard for its extreme usefulness in having more FUN 
AT THE HAMMOND.
